The powers of the Board
are to enguire into all the business of
the companies and it has a right to ex-
amine their boeks for this purpose,
Their duties are prescribed in the 9th
section, which provides that after per-
ronal examination it sbhall appear that
repairs are necesfury, or additions to
the roliing stock or station houses, or
that any “ckaunge ia the iates or fare
for transportation of freight or passen-
gers is reasonable or necessary for the
use of the publi¢,” ete., it shall be the
duty of the Board to notify the com-
pany, which shall be given a heaving,
but if they fail to convince the Board,
it may fine them for neglect to repair
and may forbid the railread company
to charga’any larger rates or fares than
those fixed by the Commission.
Having carefully examined the bill
we are compelled to with-hold our as-
sent. While the State has general su-
pervision of the railroads we have
never heard the clain that it was “au-
thorized to interfere with the wanner
of their construction or rvepairs, If
! loss of life or prorperty occurs by rea-
son of neglect in either of these par-
ticalurs, the law already provides a due
remedy for the sufferings. 1f a com-
mission were to decide upon these
questions and there was no refusal on
the part of a company to comply with
its orders, we would respectfully en-
quire whether the State or the com-
pany was responsible for an uccident
caused by a defective bridge or culvert.
Toe higest judicial autbority in the
United States has decided that the
States have the authority to fix the
rates of freight and fares on the rail-
roads within their boundaries, but this
gives them no authority to delegate
this power toa commission and if it
did, we deew it contrary to public pol-
icy to do so.
